LOG INDICATES GALE 
OVERWHELMED THEM 


Believed to Have Fought 
Vainly to Rise Above 
Storm — Honeywell of 
St. Louis Saw Them Being 
Swept Out Over Water. 


By the A&ssociated Press. 
CLEVELAND, July 7.—Alil hope 


that Lieut. L. J. Roth and his aide, 
Lieut. T. B. Null, pilots of the miss- 
ing navy balloon, <A-6698, which 
left Indianapolis July 4. in the na- 
tional elimination balloon race, were 
living was abandoned here ‘onight. 

The crew of the tug Frank H 
Stanley found the aviators’ uniforms, 
leather coats, log, records anc charts 
entangled in the drifting, half in- 
flated balloon bag about 22 miles 
south-southwest of Port Stanley, 
Ont., about noon‘today. 

On. all sides, the crew of the tug 
found evidences of a heroic struggle 
in mid-air, Evidently overtaken by 
terrific winds and an electrical 
storm, Roth and Null fought desper- 
ately to ship their ballast and rise 
above the gale. Somehow, the bas- 
ket was ripped from the buffeted 
bag, which was found torn and 
Water-logged... 

Clothing: Entangled in Ropes. / 

The log shows that the airmen 
had been sailing at an average heizht 
of 800 or 900 feet before the storm 
engulfed them. Then comes the 
significant item: “Threw 40 
pounds of ballast overboard. Rose 
from 1200 to 2600 feet.” Later on. 
just one word appears: “Broken.” 

Entangled in the ropes attached to 
the basket, were found the com- 
plete outfits of the aviators, leather 
coatsPand all, which, it is believed, 
they must have doffed before they 
leaped from the doomed ballon. A 
letter addressed to Roth and some 
pencilings on newspaper clippings 
also were found. “ heading for 
—Canada,’’ was the blurred scraw! 
written with*an- indelible pencil or 
one piece of newspaper. 

The tug found the wrecked bal- 
loon about noon.today after Capt 
John 3. Cassin of the’steamship Co- 
lonial notified ,authorities at Port 
Stanley of its presence in the lake. 

Late this afternoon Admiral W. A. 
Moffett, chief. of naval aviation, 
Washington, requested the Aeroma- 
rine Airways, Inc., operating a fleet 
of flying boats between Cleveland 
and Detroit, to help in the search 
for the missing balloon and naval 
officers. 

Basket Cut Clear From Balloon. 

H. A. Bruno, vice president of the 
company, immediately tuned up the 
hydroplane ‘“‘Nina” and started ‘or 
Port Stanley at 4:40 p. m. with three 
newspaper men and with Pilot Shil- 
ler at the wheel. They sighted the 
Canadian shore at 5:20 p. m. They 
followed the shore 10 miles out, and 
at 5:55 landed. alongside the. tug 
Stanley, 22 miles southwest of Port 
Stanley. The Stanley had the A-6653 
in tow. Bruno and the crew of the 
flying boat helped pull the balloon 
on board the Stanley. The tug al- 
ready had the uniforms of Roth and 
Null on board. 

The “Nina” cruised around in the 
vicinity for nearly an hour searching 
for trace of the missing officers, but 
in vain. The hydroplane then left 
for Creveland, arriving hefe shortly 
tetore dark, bringing an envelope of 
the National Aeronautic Association 


of U. 8. A., Washington, containing 
, the official log of the naval balloon 
trip, water-soaked and almost unde- 
| cipherable, personal papers nad- 
| di essed to Lieut. Roth. a pair of 
Bauntlets, a leather coat and an 
American flag. 

Bruno said the ropes which held 
the wicker basket to the balfon had 
been cut. 

“Both men apparently had atripped 
to their underclothing,”” Bruno said. 
“It looked as though they had dis- 
carded their clothing and the basket 
in a desperate effort td lighten the 
balloon sufficiently to get blown 
ashore. They probably cut away the 
basket, discarded their clothing and 
threw away all the weight they could 
when the basket first hit the water, 
clinging to the mesh about the lower 
part of the bag in the hope it would 
carry them to safety.” 

Glenn L. Martin, airplane manu- 
facturer, expressed a similar view.

NEW “SILENT TRAFFIC COP" 


When Ret Word “STOP” Goes 
Dark, Vehicles Are to Proceed. 
Another. “silent traffic cop” was 

tried out at Union and Delmar bou- 

jevards last night. It attracted con- 


siderable attention because’ of the 
innovation both In size and features. 
The sign@ consists 6f a square base 
‘hardly half a foot above the level 
of the street. On each side of this 
base is displayed in red the word 
“STOP.” Surmounting this is a four- 
sided lamp patterned after switch 
lights on railroads. This light burns 
red also. There’is no “GO” sign. 

At intervals .the word “STOP” 
flashes.on east and west traffic and 
then turns dark and the north and 
south signals show the word. When 
darkened, the signal is supposed to 
direct traffic to proceed.

that the French Chamber of Deputies 
had ratified the naval limitation 
treaty was received here as one of 


the most encouraging pieces of news 
that has reached Washington from 
abroad for many a day. 

For many reasons, not all of which 
have been apparent on the surface, 
favorable action by France had been 
awaited with concern. Although the 
French Senate still must give its as- 
sent before the circle of ratifying 
powers is complete, there appears to 
be little apprehensfon among Ameri- 
can officials of serious opposition or 
delay in that quarter. 

Foremost among the causes. for 
gratification here is that French ac- 
ceptance of the treaty will put the 
cap-sheaf on the most important 
diplomatic undertaking of the Hard- 
ing administration, by actually giv- 
ing vitality to the Washington con- 
ference plan to end competitive 
building of first-line ships of war. 
All the other signatory Powers— 
Great Britain, Japan, Italy and the 
United States—already have ratified 
ana are awaiting only the pledge of 
France to put the Washington pro- 
gram into effect. 

Beyond this, there is a measurable 
degree of relief among practical 
navy men at the prospect that the un- 
certainty that has surrounded naval 
policy for more than a year soon may 
bé clearéd away and the experisé of 
keeping in a state of suspended ani- 
‘mation .naval units destined to’ be 
scrapped may be erased from the 
balance sheet. A comprehensive plan 
for putting the new program into ef- 
fect, including details of scrapping 
the discarded vessels, has been on 
file in the Navy Department for 
months, awaiting the word of execu- 
tion. 


Effect. on World Diplomacy. 


Still another element contributing 
to the favorable reaction aroused 
here by the French element—and an 
element of which officials will say 
little—lies in the unusual state of 
world diplomacy. During the last 
few months it has been an open se- 
cret in diplomatic circles that the 
delay of France was looked upon 
as a possible factor in the general 
policy she has followed in her. deal- 
ings with her allies. Again and again 
French statesmen have denied. that 
the failure to ratify the treaty had 
any connection with the French ef- 
fort to bring Great Britain to her 
way of thinking about the Ruhr, but 
the denials have not served .to set 
at rest speculation on the part of 
diplomatic representatives of the 
other powers. ° 

It is certain that during the long 
wait for French approval of the 
Washington agreement the other sig- 
natories found means to let their dis- 
appointment become well understood 
gt Paris. In some quarters it was 
suggested that a broad hint as.to the 
attitude of Japan was conveyed to 
the French capital less than a week 
ago by a Toklo story to the effect 
that the Japanese Government ex- 
pected to approach the United States 
and Great Britain on the subject of 
reducing the five-power treaty to. a 
three-power basik, It is assumed here 
that any such plap now will _ be 
dropped. 

There are some officials who are 
not entirely confident .that the 
French Senate will approve the 
agreement and whe still are fearful 
of a hitch. In most’ @uarters here, 
however, the view is one of confi- 
dence. 

On this assumption, officials fore- 


: 


see a possibility that the final cere- 
mony putting the naval limitation 
program into effect may be held 
here before fall. Washington is the 
place designated in the treaty for 
“the deposit of ratification” and as 
soon.as French approval is complete, 
Secretary Hughes will be notified 
and will fix a date for the ceremony. 
It is assumed that the regular dip- 
lomatic representatives of the powers 
will be designated to act for their 
countries, but in each cage they. will 
have to be provided with special au- 
thority, usually supplied in. writing. 
A month or. so, it is calculated, may 
be required to send these credentials 
to Washington, delaying by that pe- 
riod the date of the actual effective- 
ness of the treaty.

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PRESSURE ON RUHR MENACES 
ENTIRE ECONOMIC STRUCTURE 


More Driven From 


Nearly 70,000 Persons Now Expelled and 10,000 


Homes—Starvation 


Appears but Few Days Ahead.

COLOGNB, July 7.—French and 
Belgian pressure on the Ruhr are 
proceeding at such terrific rate that 
the entire social and economic sitruc- 
ture may collapse under it. Nearly 
70,000 persons — Government. em- 
ployes and their families—have been 
expelled from the Ruhr and Rhine- 
land and 10,000 more haye bn 
driven from their homes. Dusseldorf 
now has its third substitute mayor, 
his precedessor having been ar™ sted 
or expelled. Still there are men in 
reserve ready to step into that un- 
pleasant office. 

Every day brings news »f new 
traffic blockades, seizures of monev, 
expulsions, arrests, shootings and 
the imposition of execution of death 
sentences. Events that would have 
caused a great outcry in the early 
weeks of the occupation are now 
hardly noticed. The transaction of 
business is becoming almost impos- 
sible and the food supply is serious- 
ly endangered. 

As the situation appears to a neu- 
tral observer, this pressure is being 
exerted in an effort to force Premier 
Poincare’s capitulation of Germany, 
before the British Government un- 
dertakes separate negotiations with 
Germany in.the race between Prime 
Minister Baldwin and Germany’s 
disaster. 

Ruhr and Rhineland Cat Off. 
There are enough murders of 
French and Belgian soldiers by 
ciazed German nationalists to pro- 
vide the occasion for severest re- 
prisals. There was a blockade the 
other day by which all the Ruhr 
and Rhineland were cut off com- 
pletely from unoccupied Germany. 
The operation of the tram cars was 
reduced to the pre-occupied scale, 
thus preventing the use of the trams 
as a substitute for the railways. At 
Duisberg and in some other regions 
all traffic, even on bicycles, is pro- 
hibited. Fuel supplies everywhere 
are being blocked and money is be- 
ing blockaded at the border, causing 
& money shortage in several cities. 
All this, of course, affects the food 
distribution. It may be said that 
throughout the Ruhr area there is 
no regular food supply, only a des- 
perate daily improvisation to stave 


off starvation for a few days ahead. 

“We depend entirely on motor 
transport for our food supplies,” @ 
German official in Essen said to the 
writer, “but if the French prevent 
the use of this, rather than use the 
French trains, we shall organize 
caravans and carry food 15 miles on 
our backs.” 

The correspondent regarded this 
as mere patriotic rhetoric,. but now 
the same thing is actually being done 
in the Duisberg area, where long 
lines of men and woman trudge from 
village to village carrying potatoes 
and other vegetables on their backs. 
Resistance Becomes More Fanatical. 

The German resistance, instead of 
weakening, is becoming more fanati- 
cal. The most determined resisters 
are precisely those who always in- 
sisted that Germany should pay 
reparations to the fulest possible 
extent and themselves paid _ the 
greater part of the taxes—the or- 
ganized workingmen. The stubborn 
Westphalians will not submit until 
catastrophe overwhelms them or 
starvation grips their brothers. 

Only then will become evident the 
full extent of the devastation of the 
Ruhr, the consequences of which 
Baldwin is seeking to prevent from 
becoming a catastrophe—hundreds 
of miles of railways rusted and un- 
safe, bolts loose in rolling stock that 
is retting from disuse on the sidings, 
blast furnaces and coke ovens de- 
teriorated, stocks of food and raw 
materials exhausted, credit and 
finance in chaotic confusion, work- 
ing morale shattered and the rhythm 
of production Ilést. 

The physical destruction already 
is very many million dollars and the 
loss of production many millions 
more. It would take months to re- 
pair and start Working again this 
gigantic economic~ machine. The 
credit difficulties would be enor- 
mous. 

Meanwhile, the extremists on both 
sides are daily becoming stronger. 
The situation without Germany 
when the collapse comes and the 
emotional reaction begins will. be 
deadly serious, threatening the se- 
cession of reactionary Bavaria and 
the exhausted Rhineland, uprisings 
of the communists in Saxony and 
the Ruhr and the mobilizing of Ger- 
man fascisti. 


BALDWIN SEES LAW 
DN RUHR PROBLEM 


Britis Attitude on French Fail- 
ure to Reply to Questionnaire 
to Be Known Tuesday.

to the British Government. He in- 
structed the Ambassador to give the 
Foreign Office a written copy of the 
instructions sent him, and on which 
he based his two conversations with 
Marquis Curzon. 
But the British do not regard this 
asa written reply. The Capinet will 
meet Monday or Tuesday and then. 
it is understood, British action in 
view of definite failure to agree 
with France will be decided. What 
that action will be is a profound 
secret, but a hint from a high quar- 
ter indicates that when it comes the 
British policy will no longer be 
called weak or vacillating. 

Baldwin Visits Bonar Law. 
Premier Baldwin on Thursday 
made a secret visit to his old chief, 
Andrew Bonar Law, now recuper- 
ating at Brighton, and discussed 
with him the action he ‘proposes. 
The fact of this visit has hitherto 
been kept from the public. 
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are aware of it is that Bonar Law 
agreed on the necessity of separate 
British action and gave the Premier 
his blessing. 

Meonwhile M. Poincare, girding 
his loins for a diplomatic struggle 
with England, has given way at Lau- 
sanne. It is expected here that peace 
with Turkey will be signed in a few 
days. French insistence on payment 
of the Ottoman debt in gold has been 
the insuperable obstacle. Now there 
is good reason to believe M. Poincare 
has capitulated. His decision may 
have been caused partly by the re- 
ported fact that England and Italy 
d.d not propose to let the French at- 
titude on this point stand in the way 
of peace. 


McKenna and Chancellorship. 

The Snuday Times tomorrow will 
Print a statement that Reginald Mc- 
Kenna will not become Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The reason assigned 
is that the members of Parliament 
for the city of London, where Tory 
candidates are always élected witn- 
out contest, have both refused to 
take seats in the House of Lords to 
make way for McKenna.

One way out of 
the difficulty would be for McKenna 
tc be made a Peer, for he could then 
erter the Cabinet. 

Oabinet Behind Premier. 

The Cabinet, it, is believed, is now 
almost solidly behind the Premier in 
feeling France has tried to trick 
Britain, is determined to prevent any’ 
settlement, means to remain in the 
Ruhr indefinitely and that her pro- 
gram menaces British interests in 
the revival of trade and peace.

He had allowed “an army of 
hangers on’’: to weight down: the 
State payroll. 

The issuance of peace commis- 
sions. 

Governor Walton pleaded for 
George Wilson in the closing hours 
of the conferencé. ‘He is president 
of the college; give him a chance,” 
he urged. 

Belieye Governor Won't Act. 

Those close to the Governor ex- 
pressed the belief that he would not 
call a special session of the Senate 
to act on confirmation of recess ap- 
pointments as requested by the cau- 
cus. John H. Carlock, Ardmore, 
one of the leaders of the meeting, 
said that in his opinion, the Govern- 
or would not call the session.

Report France Would Reduce Force 
in Ruhr if Resistance Were Ended.

PARIS, July 7.—It is reported 
here on good authority that the 
French Government. has infd>med 
the British that it would be willing 
to withdraw 70;000 troops of the 
present garrison of 90,000 from the 
Ruhr if Germany would cease her 
passive resistance. The French would 
not guarantee, however, to keep the 
occupational forces at the reduced 
figure unless the resistance ceased in 
fact as well as in name. 

While taking quite seriously the 
British threat of a separate wnder- 
standing with Germany, persons in 
inner French circles declare that 
they are unable to see how the Brit- 
ish could carry it out effectively. 
Great Britain as well as France is 
bound by the Treaty. of Versailles. 
Germany’s only repanations debt is 
in the form of three categories of 
bonds held, not by the allied na- 
tions, but by the Reparations Com- 
mission, and any payments made by 
Germany must pass through the 
commission's hands for distribution, 
according to existing agreements. 

Thus, it is declared, all funds col- 
lected by France and Belgium in the 
Ruhr are being deposited with the 
commission and France and Belgium 
have stated repeatedly that they are 
acting in the Ruhr, not for them- 
selves alone, but for the benefit of 
the allies. If the British decide to 
make a separate agreement with 
Germany they must first, the French 
say, denounce the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The British, in denouncing 
it, would virtually release Germany 
from responsibility for Great Brit- 
ain’s share of the debt. 

Moreover, if the British should 
take separate action, say the French, 
the probabilities are that the French 
occupation of the Ruhr would be 
prolonged rather than _ shortened 
and France and Belgium would feel 
free to collect what they could for 
themselves and the other signatories

The creditors are various: mer- 
chants, banks, professional money 
lenders and lay communicants. The 
securities given for payment are 
various. In the aggregate they 
constitute practically a mortgage on 
all the Patriarchate, through cen- 
turies of time and turmoil, have 
slowly acquired and faithfully held 
sacred. Substantially the entire 
revenue of the Patriarchate now 
comes from its rented properties. 
If the courts take these over for 
the benefit of its creditors, then the 
Patriarchate will be without sub- 
stantial financial support and must 
collapse. 

In that event not only will one 
of the most venerable and dignified 
historic institutions of the Christian 
faith dwindle, almost disappear, but 
the places made sacred by the hu- 
man ministry of Christ must grad- 
ually become shabby for lack of 
funds for their upkeep. 

Will the American church permit 
this to happen, is what the Amer- 
ican Committee on Preservation of 
the Sacred Places in the Holy Land 
is asking of the people of the United 
States and Canada today. The com- 


mittee points out that all of this)

atic. Ever since America became the so- 
called Promised Land the wrinkled faces and 
burning eyes that have landed at Ellis Island 
from every ship have interested those with a 
turn for sentimental pathos. Byt during the 
last week immigration has changed from a la- 
bor problem and a sentimental problem into 
an international race rivaling the efforts of 
Sir Thomas Lipton. Every day the newspapers 
‘have told of the dash of ships to make port 
before the number of their Greek or Italian 
passengers allowed to enter the United States 
during July has been exhausted. 

Maj. Henry H. Curran was landed on Ellis 
Island on July 1 to take charge of the horde 
that is arriving on every ship. Maj. Curran 
has had contact with immigrants before in 
several different capacities. Twenty-five years 
ago he was a ship ‘news reporter, and for more 
j than a year he described the arrivals of immi- 
|grants daily. As a magistrate in New York 
|City later in life he became familiar with the 
troubles of arriving immigrants after they have 
been admitted to the Promised Land and 
started in business to collect the promise. He 
also helped to administer a fresh air fund and 
in that capacity came in contact with the hu- 
manitarian phases of the problems. of immi- 
gration. But, one month ago he did not ex- 
pect to be called upon to use his interest in 
immigrants, and now suddenly he has been 
confronted with some of the most baffling 
phases on one of the country’s most trouble- 
somé and most important issues. In his speech 
at Spokane last week President Harding testi- 
fied to the importance of the ‘immigration 
problem by his statement that “another cen- 
tury will give us a population of probably 
300,000,000." Secretary of Labor Davis is so 
much impressed with the perplexities of the 
immigration problem that he sailed Wednes- 
day for Europe for the specific purpose of 
studying the problems of immigration from 
that end. 


Interest Everywhere in Immigration 


The night before he sailed the writer asked 
Secretary Davis to discuss some of the prob- 
lems of immigration, but he said that he pre- 
ferred to answer my questions upon his return 
from Europe, after he has studied the problem. 
He intends to visit Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, 
Italy, Turkey, Greece and the other countries 
that supply most of our immigrants. “I shall 
be able to talk to them in their own languages,”’ 
said the Secretary. “I worked with men from 
all nations when I worked in the steel mills, 
and I learned enough to be able to get along.” 

But the problem of the moment is the prob- 
lem of the Commissioner of Immigration, 
Henry H. Curran. I saw Maj. Curran at El- 
lis Island on the Fourth of July which happened 
also to be his fourth day in office. He wished 
first of all to make it clear that his impressions 
are first impressions, and that he will not be 
able to generalize until his experience war- 
rants generalization. 

“Immigration,””’ said Maj. Curran, “is at 
present interesting to everybody. And every- 
body seems to have a plan to solve its problems 
immediately. People will tell you on the tele- 
phone how to deal with immigration thorough- 
ly. I prefer to study it first, and fortunately I 
have the opportunity, for Congress is not in 
session and will not be in session until I have 
had a chance to consider some of the sugges- 
tions which should be presented to it by the 
Department of Labor. 

“At present we have an immediate, pressing 
problem: how to get rid of thousands of im- 
migrants weekly so that the couple of thousand 
arriving daily can be handled. Two-thirds of 
the immigrants who arrive in this country latd 
at Ellis Island, and in the last four days I have 
been confronted with all the ramifications of 
that problem. During the last week and up to 
Saturday night we will have handled more 
than 16,000 immigrants. The most we can ac- 
commodate easily are 2000 each day, so you 

see that we have cause for work and Werry.” 

“For those who can regard it impersonally,” 
said Maj. Curran, “this race for port is «a 
pretty problem in the nature of chess and with

all the elements of a game of chess, because 
we never know exactly how many people we 
shall have to accommodate. Every time I look 
out of my window_I seem to see another boat 
coming up the harbor.” A few minutes later 
Maj. Curran got up to look out of the win- 
dow, and there really was another boat com- 
ing up the harbor. 

“But for those who are also interested in 
humanity our problem is not merely a pretty 
and perplexing game. What we do means 
comfort or lack of comfort for thousands, and 
I am interested in preventing suffering. For- 
tunately the weather has been with us. If we 
had hot weather, and if we get hot weather, 
there will be considerable suffering, because 
ventilation in ships usually works effectively 
only when the ship is under way and not when 
it is lying in port waiting to be unloaded.” 

“What effect has the present rush to fill 
quotas on the quality of the immigration?” I 
asked. 


Quality of Immigrants Improving a 


; 


“TI cannot answer that exactly,”” said Maj. 
Curran, ‘“‘but I am under the impression that 
the quality is slightly higher than the average. 
It is to the interest of the steamshép companies 
to bring those who will be admitted, because 
in many. instances the steamship companies 
must return passengers who fail tq gain admis- 
sion at the expense of the company and must 
also refund the passage money to this country. 
That ruling is in some measure responsible for 
the high quality of immigrants in spite of the 
rush. 

Some of the immigrants who landed this 
week were Scotch jute spinners with jobs wait- 
ing for them in Brooklyn. There were also 
large numbers of Scotch and English mechan- 
ics, ship-builders and automobile workers who 
left immediately for the West where they are 
needed. I asked Maj. Curran whether any 
measures were taken to insure such proper dis- 
tribution of immigrants with regard to their 
particular abilities as will get them jobs im- 
mediately. 

“The humanitarian societies try to arrange 
for such distribution. Officially,. we can do 
nothing to insure it. That is one.of the many 
perplexing problems that must be worked out.” 

The present quota system provides that only 
3 per cent of the nationals who were born 
abroad of any one nationality already resident 
here shall be admitted during the year. That 
is, 3 per cent of the Greeks who were resident 
here according to the 1910 census will be ad- 
mitted this year, beginning July 1. During any 
one month of the year only 20 per cent of 
those 3 per cent are allowed to enter. I asked 
Maj. Curran if it would not be better to estab- 
lish quotas on economic rather than artificial 
national standards. 


eS Evils of 20 Per Cent Allotment 


“J do not know enough about it yet,” said 
the Commissioner. “But I can say now that 
the provision that 20 per cent of a quota be 
allowed in one month should be revised. That 
is the cause of our present rush. Only 10 
per cent of each quota should be admitted 
each month. That would distribute the immi- 
gration throughout the year instead of bring- 
ing the bulk of it during the summer months” 

“What did the framers of the law have in 
mind when they established 20 per cent eich 
month?” I asked. 

“Immigrants prefer to come here in spring

and summer,” said Maj. Curran. “It was in 
an effort to cater to this preference that the 
percentage was placed as high as 20. That 
is the cause of our present rush. The majority 
of immigrants prefer to come here when the 
skies are clear rather than in the cold winter 
weather. But that desire should not be 
catered to if it results in the present conges- 
tion. John Alden came here in winter, and 
the majority of the Pilgrims landed in cold 
weather. Some of the larger numbers who 

ve followed these Pilgrims must do likewise. 
At present we have a few months of great over- 
crowding like the present condition at Ellis 
Island, and then in the winter months the 
pressure will be tess. We shall have enough 
to do all Winter, but the problem would be 
simplified if the percentage was changed from 
20 and 10 and immigration was thereby dis- 
tributed throughout the year.”’ 

Maj. Curram and the staff at Ellis Island 
have been working daily and Sunday and holl- 
days. Last week the staff lost two holidays, 
Sunday and the Fourth of July. “I intend to 
make up those holidays to the staff sometime 
during the year,” said Maj. Curran, “because 
I appreciate the fact that there has been no 
grumbling at the necessity to give them up. 
The staff should be mentioned in anything I 
say in the newspapers. The inspectors, in 
spite of the rush, have treated the Tmmigrants 
courteotsly and with patience.”’ 


Commissioner Has No Director | 


“Another point I wish to make,” Maj. Cur- 
ran said, “is that I, as Commissioner, have no 
power to decide who shall be admitted to this 
country end who shall be excluded. 
are generally under the impression that I am 
the judge. I am nothing but the administrator 
of a clearing house. All appeals on the decti- 
sion of the Investigating Board go to Wash- 
ington and are decided by the Secretary of 
Labor or his assistant. I can forward a recom- 
mendation after talking with the immigrant, 
but that is nothing like a suggestion, and that 
is the extent of my power. We are doing all 
we can to hurry decisions on appeals so that 
we can get as many immigrants off the island 
as fast as possible. These decisions have 
been forwarded by mail. Naw they are being 
telephoned to this office from Washington. 
The Assistant Commissioner-General of Imm!- 
gration, as soon as he recovers from an {fli- 
ness, will come here from Washington and de- 
cide on appeals in this office. That will hasten 
decisions considerably.”’ 

Maj. Curran himself is one of those who 
have been working Sundays, holidays and 
evenings so that immigrants may not be kept 
in the, steerage of steamers any longer thaa 
necessary. The Commissioner slept at Ellis 
Island last week. One night he came in con- 
tact with an immigrant whose case illustrates 
the human nature of the Commissioner’s job. 
This mgn was a colored buck and wing 
dancer. 

“I went through the dormitory and saw him 
doing a perfect buck and wing datice of the 
kind you see only professionally on the stage. 
I was sure from the action of his feet that 
he must be a citizen from the South, and I 
wondered what he was doing at Ellis island. 
When I questioned him, he insisted that he was 
a Hindu. He had’ told all the inspectors in 2 
pure southern station accent that he was a 
Hindu. I discovered that in vaudeville he was 
billed as a Hindu, and that he intended to 
stick to that nationality for the honor of his 
stagé reputation. I pointed out that Hindus 
are not admitted to the United States.

It is good business for a manu- 
facturing concern to haye the man- 
ufacturing facilities expand in pro- 
portion to the demand for the ar- 
ticles purchased, but it would be 
poor policy to double these facili- 
ties years before the capacity of 
the original plant is reached.

Conditions Analyzed. 

Granting that several years would 
be required for the construction of 
the Nicaraguan canal, yet if the ca- 
ty of the Panama Canal should 
be reached in the near future it 
would mean such a business boom 
that we could well afford to push 
the construction of a new canal to 
the limit regardless of the cost of 
the wqark.

LOG INDICATES GALE 


OVERWHELMED THEM 


Believed to Have Fought 
Vainly to Rise Above 
Storm — Honeywell of 
St. Louis Saw Them Being 
Swept Out Over Water. 


By the A&ssociated Press. 
CLEVELAND, July 7.—All hope 


that Lieut. L. J. Roth and his aide, 
Lieut. T. B. Null, pilots of the miss- 
ing navy balloon, A-6698, which 
left Indianapolis July 4. in thea na- 
tional elimination balloon race, were 
living was abandoned here ‘onight. 

The crew of the tug Frank H 
Stanley found the aviators’ uniforms, 
leather coats, log, records anc charts 
entangled in the drifting, half in- 
flated balloon bag about 22 miles 
south-southwest of Port Stanley, 
Ont., about noon‘today. 

On. all sides, the crew of the tug 
found evidences of a heroic struggle 
|in mid-air. _Evidently overtaken by 
terrific winds and an _ electrical 
storm, Roth-and Null fought desper- 
ately to ship their ballast and rise 
above the gale. Somehow, the bas- 
ket was ripped from the buffeted 
bag. which was found torn and 
Water-logged. 

Clothing: Entangled in Ropes. / 

The log shows that the airmen 
had been sailing at an average heixzht 
of 800 or 900 feet before the storm 
engulfed them. Then comes the 
significant item: "Threw 40 
pounds of ballast overboard. Rose 
from 1200 to 2600 feet.”” Later on. 
just one word appears: “Broken.” 

Entangled in the ropes attached to 
the basket, were found the com- 
plete outfits of the aviators, leather 
coats®and all, which, it is believed, 
they must have doffed before they 
leaped from the doomed ballon. A 
letter addressed to Roth and some 
pencilings on newspaper clippings 
also were found. ‘‘Am heading for 
—Canada,’’ was the blurred scraw! 
written with an indelible pencil or 
'one piece of newspaper. 

The tug found the wrecked bal- 
loon about noon. today after Capt 
‘John 3. Cassin of the’steamship Co- 
lonial notified authorities it Tort 
Stanley of its presence in the lake. 

Late this afternoon Admiral W. A. 
Moffett, chief. of naval _ aviation, 
Washington, requested the Aeroma- 
rine Airways, Inc., operating a fleet 
of flying boats between Cleveland 
and Detroit, to help in the search 
for the missing balloon and naval 
officers. 

Baaket Cut Clear From Balloon. 

H. A. Bruno, vice president of the 
company, immedfately tuned up the 
hydroplane ‘‘Nina” and started ‘or 
Port Stanley at 4:40 p. m. with three 
newspaper men and with Pilot Shil- 
ler at the wheel. They sighted the 
Canadian shore at 5:20 p. m. They 
followed the shore 10 miles out, and 
at 5:55 landed alongside the. tug 
Stanley, 22 miles southwest of Port 
Stanley. The Stanley had the A-6658 
in tow. Bruno and the crew of the 
flying boat helped pull the balloon 
on board the Stanley. The tug al- 
ready had the uniforms of Roth and 
Null on board. 

The “Nina” cruised around in the 
vicinity for nearly an .hour searching 
for trace of the missing officers, but

“It looked as though they had dis- 
carded their clothing and the basket 
in a desperate effort td lighten the 
balloon sufficiently to get blown 
ashore. They probably cut away the 
basket, discarded their clothing and 
threw away all the weight they could 
when the basket first hit the water, 
clinging to the mesh about the lower 
part of the bag in the hope it would 
carry them to safety.”

When Red Wor “STOP” Gocs 
Dark, Vehicles Are to Proceed. 


Another. “silent traffic cop” was 
tried out at Union and Delmar bou- 
levards last night.

ARMS LIMITATION 
PACTS APPR O VED E | 


FRENCH DEPUTIES GIVE 
LIFE TO MAIN PLAY OF 
HARDING ADMINISTRATION 


Indorsement of Naval Limitation Agreement; 
Expected to Result in Final Action on _ |! 
Pacts Within Six Months. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 7.—Word 
that the French Chamber of Deputies | 
had ratified the naval limitation 
treaty was received here as one of 


the most encouraging pieces of news 
that has reached Washington from 
abroad for many a day. 

For many reasons, not all of which 
have been apparent on the surface, 
favorable action by Prance had been 
awaited with concern. Although the 
French Senate still must give its as- 
sent before the circle of ratifying 
powers is complete, there appears to 
be little apprehensfon among Ameri- 
can officials of serious opposition or 
delay in that quarter. 

Foremost among the causes. for 
gratification here is that French ac- 
ceptance of the treaty will put the 
cap-sheaf on the most important 
diplomatic undertaking of the Hard- 
ing administration, by actually giv- 
ing vitality to the Washington con- 
ference plan to end competitive 
building of first-line ships of war. 
All the other signatory Pr -ers— 
Great Britain, Japan, Italy aid the 
United States—already have ratified 
ana are awaiting only the pledge of 
France to put the Washington pro- 
gram into effect. 

Beyond this, there isa measurable 
degree of relief among practica) 
navy men at the prospect that the un- 
certainty that has surrounded naval 
policy for more than a year soon may 
be clearéd away and the expense of 
keeping in a state of suspended ani- 
mation naval units destined to be 
scrapped may be erased from the 
balance sheet. A comprehensive plan 
for putting the new program into ef- 
fect, including details of scrapping 
the discarded vessels, has been on 
file in the Navy Department for 
months, awaiting the word of execu- 
tion. 


Effect on World Diplomacy. 


Still another element contributing 
to the favorable reaction aroused 
here by the French element—and an 
element of which officials will say 
little—lies in the unusual state of 
world diplomacy. During the last 
few months it has been an open se- 
cret in diplomatic circles that the 
delay of France was looked upon 
as a possible factor in the general 
policy she has followed in her. deal- 
ings with her allies. Again and again 
French statesmen have denied that 
the failure to ratify the treaty had 
any connection with the French ef- 
fort to bring Great Britain to her 
way of thinking about the Ruhr. but 
the denials have not served to set 
at rest speculation on the part of 
diplomatic representatives of the 
other powers. . 

It is certain that during the long 
wait for French approval of the 
Washington agreement the other sig- 
natories found means to let their dis- 
appointment become well understood 
et Paris. In some quarters it was 
suggested that a broad hint as.to the 
attitude of Japan was conveyed to 
the French capital less than a week 
ago by a Toklo story to the effect 
that the Japanese Government ex- 
pected to approach the United States 
and Great Britain on the subject of 
reducing the five-power treaty to a 
three-power basi, It is assumed here 
that any such plap now will be 
dropped. 

There are some officials who are 
not entirely confident that the 
French Senate will approve the 
agreement and whe still are fearful 
of a hitch.

More Driven From 


Nearly 70,000 Persons Now Expelled and 10,000 


Homes—Starvation 


Appears but Few Days Ahead.

COLOGNE, July 7.—French and 
Belgian pressure on the Ruhr are 
proceeding at such terrific rate that 
the entire social and economic siruc- 
ture may collapse under it. Nvearly 
70,000 persons — Government, em- 
ployes and their families—have been 
expelled from the Ruhr and Rhine- 
land and 10,000 more have ben 
driven from their homes. 
now has its third substitute mayor, 
his precedessor having been art sted 
or expelled. Still there are men in 
reserve ready to step into that un- 
pleasant office. 

Every day brings news of new 
traffic blockades, seizures of monev, 
expulsions, arrests, shootings and 
the imposition of execution of death 
sentences. Events that would have 
caused a great outcry in the early 
weeks of the occupation are now 
hardly noticed. The transaction of 
business is becoming almost impos- 
sible and the food supply 1s serious- 
ly endangered. 

As the situation appears to a neu- 
tral observer, this pressure is being 
exerted in an effort to force Premier 
Poincare’s capitulation of Germany, 
before the British Government un- 
dertakes separate negotiations with 
Germany in. the race between Prime 
Minister Baldwin and Germany’s 
disaster. 

Ruhr and Rhineland Cut Off. 

There are enough murders of 
French and Belgian soldiers by 
ciazed German nationalists to pro- 
vide the occasion for severest re- 
prisals. There was a L.ockade the 
other day by which all the Ruhr 
and Rhineland were cut off com- 
pletely from unoccupied Germary. 
The operation of the tram cars was 
reduced to the pre-occupied scale, 
thus preventing the use of the trams 
us a substitute for the railways. At 
Duisberg and in some other regions 
all traffic, even on bicycles, is pro- 
hibited. Fuel supplies everywhere 
ere being blocked and money is be- 
ing blockaded at the border, causing 
& money shortage in several cities. 

All this, of course, affects the food 
distribution. It may be said that 
throughout the Ruhr area there is 
no regular food supply, only a des- 
perate daily improvisation to stave

off starvation for a few days ahead. 

“We depend entirely on motor 
transport for our food supplies,” @ 
German official in Essen said to the 
writer, “but if the French prevent 
the use of this, rather than use the 
French trains, we shall organize 
caravans and carry food 15 miles on 
our backs.” 

The correspondent regarded this 
as mere patriotic rhetoric,. but now 
the same thing is actually being done 
in the Duisberg area, where long 
lines of men and woman trudge from 
village to village carrying potatoes 
and other vegetables on their backs. 
Resistance Becomes More Fanatical. 

The German resistance, instead of 
weakening, is becoming more fanati- 
cal. The most determined resisters 
are precisely those who always in- 
sisted that Germany should pay 
reparations to the fulest possible 
extent and themselves paid _ the 
greater part of the taxes—the or- 
ganized workingmen. The stubborn 
Westphalians will not submit until 
catastrophe overwhelms them or 
starvation grips their brothers. 

Only then will become evident the 
full extent of the devastation of the 
Ruhr, the consequences of which 
Baldwin is seeking to prevent from 
becoming a catastrophe—hundreds 
of miles of railways rusted and un- 
safe, bolts loose in rolling stock that 
is rotting from disuse on the sidings, 
blast furnaces and coke ovens de- 
teriorated, stocks of food and raw 
materials exhausted, credit and 
finance in chaotic confusion, work- 
ing morale shattered and the rhythm 
of production Ilést. 

The physical destruction already 
is very many million dollars and the 
loss of production many millions 
more. It would take months to re- 
pair and start Working again this 
gigantic economic machine. The 
credit difficulties would be enor- 
mous. 

Meanwhile, the extremists on both 
sides are daily becoming stronger. 
The situation without Germany 
when the collapse comes and the 
emotional reaction begins will be 
deadly serious, threatening the se- 
cession of reactionary Bavaria and 
the exhausted Rhineland, uprisings 
of the communists in Saxony and 
the Ruhr and the mobilizing of Ger- 
man fascisti. 


BALDWIN SEES LAW 
ON RUHR PROBLEM 


Britis Attitude on French Fail- 
ure to Reply to Questionnaire 
to Be Known Tuesday.

LONDON, July 7.—Foreign Sec- 
retary Curzon’s disappointment at 
getting no written reply to the Brit- 
ish Ruhr questionnaire was  s0 
strongly expressed yesterday to Am- 
bassador de Saint Aulaire that to- 
day Premier Poincare flung a sop 
to the British Government. He in- 
structed the Ambassador to give the 
Foreign Office a written copy of the 
instructions sent him, ard on which 
he based his two conversations with 
Marquis Curzon. 

But the British do not regard this 
as a written reply. The Capinet will 
meet Monday or Tuesday and then, 
it is understood, British action in 
view of definite failure to agree 
with France will be decided. What 
that action will be is a profound 
secret, but a hint from a high quar- 
ter indicates that when it comes the 
British policy will no longer be 
called weak or vacillating. 

Baldwin Visits Bonar Law. 

Premier Baldwin on Thursday 
made a secret visit to his old chief, 
Andrew Bonar Law, now recuper- 
ating at Brighton, and discussed 
with him the action he ‘proposes. 
The fact of this visit has hitherto 
been kept from the public. 

The impression among those who 
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are aware of it is that Bonar Law 
agreed on the necessity of separate 
British action and gave the Premier 
his blessing. 

Meonwhile M. Poincare, girding 
his loins for a diplomatic struggle 
with England, has given way at Lau- 
sanne. It is expected here that peace 
with Turkey will be signed in a few 
days. French insistence on payment 
of the Ottoman debt in gold has been 
the insuperable obstacle. Now there 
is good reason to believe M. Poincare 
has capitulated. His decision may 
have been caused partly by the ra- 
ported fact that England and Italy 
d.d not propose to let the French at- 
titude on this point stand in the way 
of peace. 


McKenna and Chancellorship. 

The Snuday Times tomorrow will 
print a statement that Reginald Mc- 
Kenna will not become Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The reason assigned 
is that the members of Parliament 
for the city of London, where Tory 
candidates are always élected witn- 
out contest, have both refused to 
take seats in the House of Lords to 
make way for McKenna. McKenna 
says his health will not stand the 
strain of contesting another seat. If 
this is true, it would be a serious 
blow to Premier Baldwin, who has 
ccunted on McKenna to back his 
reparations policy. One way out of 
the difficulty would be for McKenna 
tc be made a Peer, for he could then 
erter the Cabinet. 


Cabinet Behind Premier. 
The Cabinet, it. is believed, is now 


almost solidly behind the Premier in

—Eighteen Democratic members of 
the State Senate, who met here today 
at the invitation of Gov. Walton, 
adopted a resolution calling upon 
the executive to summon an extraor- 
dinary session of the Senate imme- 


diately, to pass on recess appoint- 
ments, including the naming of 
Geogre Wilson as president of Okla- 
homa A. & M. College. Of the 18 
Senators attending the conference, 
three refused to sign the resolution. 

The Senators condemned the Gov- 
ernor on the following grounds: 

He had been “misled’ by men 
who “prietend” to represent the 
farmer and labor groups of the 
State. 

He had overlooked general 
business organizations and indus- 
try in his zeal for the needs of the 
farmer-labor classes. 

He’ had countenanced the ap- 
pointment of George Wilson “and 
other extreme radicals" to im- 
portant State_ positions. 

The “deplorable condition” sur- 
rounding the extension of execu- 
tive clemency. 

He had allowed “an army of 
hangers on’’ to weight down the 
State payroll. 

The issuance of peace commis- 
sions. 

Governor Walton pleaded for 
George Wilson in the closing hours 
of the conferencé. ‘He is president 
of the college; give him a chance,” 
he urged. 


Believe Governor Won't Act. 


Those close to the Governor ex- 
pressed the belief that he would not 
call a special session of the Senate 
to act on confirmation of recess ap- 
pointments as requested by the cau- 
cus. John H. Carlock, Ardmore, 
one of the leaders of the meeting, 
said that in his opinion, the Govern- 
or would not call the session. 

Tom Anglin, president pro tem- 
pore of the Senate, acted as spokes- 
man for the Senators. Aldrich 
Blake, executive secretary, was the 
Governor's only advisgs in the ex- 
ecutive session. 

Meeting behind closed doors at a 
luncheon given by the Governor, the 
Senators remained in session until 
7 o’clock this evening. The Gover- 
nor left the conference at 4:30. 

Senator Anglin, addressing the 
Governor during the conference, de- 
clared that if the Democratic party 
was to be saved in Oklahoma, there 
must be immediate r edying of con- 
ditions responsible for the wave of 
criticism of the administration 
sweeping the State.

Report France Would Reduce Force 
in Ruhr if Resistance Were Ended.

PARIS, July 7.—It is reported 
here on good authority that the 
French Government has infd>med 
the British that it would be willing 
to withdraw 70,000 troops of the 
present garrison of 90,000 from the 
Ruhr if Germany would cease her 
passive resistance. The French would 
not guarantee, however, to keep the 
occupational forces at the reduced 
figure unless the resistance ceased In 
fact as well as in name. 

While taking quite seriously the 
British threat of a separate under- 
standing with Germany, persons in 
inner French circles declare that 
they are unable to see how the Brit- 
ish could carry it out effectively. 
Great Britain as well as France is 
bound by the Treaty. of Versailles. 
Germany's only repanations debt is 
in the form of three categories of 
bonds held, not by the allied na- 
tions, but by the Reparations Com- 
mission, and any payments made by 
Germany must pass through 
commission's hands for distribution, 
according to existing agreements. 

Thus. it is declared, all funds col- 
lected by France and Belgium in the 
Ruhr are being deposited with the 
commission and France and Belgium 
have stated repeatedly that they are 
acting in the Ruhr, not for them- 
selves alone, but for the benefit of 
the allies. If the British decide to 
make a separate agreement with 
Germany they must first, the French 
say, denounce the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The British, in denouncing 
it, would virtually release Germany 
from responsibility for Great Brit- 
ain’s share of the debt. 

Moreover, if the British should 
take separate action, say the French, 
the probabilities are that the French 
occupation of the Runtr would be 
prolonged rather than shortened 
and France and Belgium would feel 
free to collect what they could for

Death of Two St. Louisans in 1919 
Balloon Race Recalled. 

A fatality similar to that which 
marked the Indianapolis race befell 
the crew of a balloon in the interna- 
tional race of 1919, started from St. 
Louis, when Capt. Carl W. Dam- 
mann of 3614 Hartford street, pilot 
of the balloon “Wichita,’’ and his 
aid, Lieut. Edward®J. Verheyden Jr., 
of 6244 Theodosia avenue, both St. 
Louisans, fell into Lake Huron and 
were drowned. Their bodies and 
the balloon were recovered three 
weeks later. 

The race started Oct. 1, 1919, from 
Meramec Park, on South Grand 
boulevard, since improved as a resi- 
dence section. The “Wichita” was 
one of 10 entries, six of which land- 
ed in Canada.

| Quality of Immigrants Improving | 


“TIT cannot “answer that exactly,’’ said Maj. 
Curran, “but I am under the impression that 
the quality is slightly higher than the average. 
It is to the interest of the steamship companies 
to bring those who will be admitted, because 
in many. instances the steamship companies 
must return passengers who fail tq gain admis- 
sion at the expense of the company and must 
also refund the passage money to this country. 
That ruling is in some measure responsible for 
the high quality of immigrants in spite of the 
rush. 

Some of the immigrants who landed this 
week were Scotch jute spinners with jobs wait- 
ing for them in Brooklyn. There were also 
large numbers of Scotch and English mechan- 
ics, ship-builders and automobile workers who 
left immediately for the West where they are 
needed. I asked Maj. Curran whether any 
measures were taken to insure such proper dis- 
tribution of immigrants with regard to their 
particular abilities as will get them jobs im- 
mediately. 

“The humanitarian societies try to arrange 
for such distribution. Officially,. we can do 
nothing to insure it. That is one. of the many 
perplexing problems that must be worked out.” 
The present quota system provides that only 
3 per cent of the nationals who were born 
abroad of any one nationality already resident 
here shall be admitted during the year. That 
is, 3 per cent of the Greeks who were resident 
here according to the 1910 census will be ad- 
mitted this year, beginning July 1. During any 
one month of the year only 20 per cent of 
those 3 per cent are allowed to enter. I asked 
Maj. Curran if it would not be better to estab- 
lish quotas on economic rather than artificial 
ational standards.

 “J- do not know enough about it yet,” said 
the Commissioner. “But I can say now that 
the provision that 20 per cent of a quota be 
allowed in one month should be revised. That 
is the cause of our present rush.

That would distribute the immi- 
gration throughout the year instead of bring- 
ing the bulk of it during the summer months.”

ve followed these Pilgrims must do likewise. 
At present we have a few months of great over- 
crowding like the present condition at Ellis 
Island, and then in the winter months the 
pressure will be less. We shall have enough 
to do all winter, but the problem would be 
simplified if the percentage was changed from 
20 and 10 and immigration was thereby dis- 
tributed throughout the year.” 

Maj. Curram and the staff at Ellis Island 
have been working daily and Sunday and holli- 
days. Last week the staff lost two holidays, 
Sunday and the Fourth of July. “I intend to 
make up those holidays to the staff sometime 
during the year,’ said Maj. Curran, “because 
I appreciate the fact that there has been no 
grumbling at the necessity to give them up. 
The staff should be mentioned in anything I 
say in the newspapers. The inspectors, in 
spite of the rush, have treated the Tmmigrants 
courteolsly and with patience.” 


| Commissioner Has No Director | 


“Another point I wish to make,” Maj. Cur- 
ran said, “is that I, as Commissioner, have no 
power to decide who shall be admitted to this 
country end who shall be excluded. People 
are generally under the impression that I am 
the judge. I am nothing but the administrator 
of a clearing house. All appeals on the deci- 
sion of the Investigating Board go to Wash- 
ington and are decided by the Secretary of 
Labor or his assistant. I can forward a recom- 
mendation after talking with the immigrant, 
but that is nothing like a suggestion, and that 
is the extent of my power. We are doing all 
we can to hurry decisions on appeals so that 
we can get as many immigrants off the island 
as fast as possible. These decisions have 
been forwarded by mail. Naw they are being 
telephoned to this office from Washington. 
The Assistant Commissioner-General of Immi- 
gration, as soon as he recovers from an iIl- 
ness, will come here from Washington and de- 
cide on appeals in this office. That will hasten: 
decisions considerably.”’ 

Maj. Curran himself is one of those who 
have been working Sundays, holidays and 
evenings so that immigrants may not be kept 
in the. steerage of steamers any longer than 
necessary. The Commissioner slept at Ellis 
Island last week. One night he came in con- 
tact with an immigrant whose case illustrates 
the human nature of the Commissioner’s job. 
This mgn was a colored buck and wing 
dancer. 

“I went through the dormitory and saw him 
doing a perfect buck and wing datice of the 
kind you see only professionally on the stage. 
I was sure from the action of his feet that 
he must be a citizen from the South, and I 
wondered what he was doing at Ellis island. 
When I questioned him, he insisted that he was 
a Hindu. He had’ told all the inspectors in a 
pure southern station accent that he was a 
Hindu. I discovered that in vaudeville he was 
billed as a Hindu, and that he intended to 
stick to that nationality for the honor of his 
stagé reputation. I pointed out that Hindus 
are not admitted to the United States. He 
finally admitted that he was born here, but he 
could not quite remember where. First he 
said it was in Philadelphia. We telegraphed 
to Philadelphia and could find no trace of. 
him. Then he said he had made a slight mis- 
take, that it was Pittsburg. There was no 
trace of him in Pittsburg. Finally, be sald 
he thought he was born in North Carolina, 
and we located his family in North Carolina.

It is good business for a manu- 
facturing concern to haye the man- 
ufacturing facilities expand in pro- 
portion to the demand for the ar- 
ticles purchased, but it would be 
poor polcy to double these facili- 
ties years before the capacity of 
the original plant is reached. In 
other .words, the plan? should grow 
in proportion to the required out- 
put and not so far in advance of 
it as to make the business a poor 
investment. In the case of the 
Panama Canal we have only about 
25 per cent of the possible capacity 
utilized, yet there is considerable 
agitation for the construction of 
another canal doubling the ultimate 
capacity of the present canal. [If 
we could worry along without any 
sort of canal until 1914, it seems 
that we should be able to get along 
with the greatest canal in the world 
at least 30 or 40 years. Especially 
is this true when it is known that 
the possible capacity via the Pana- 
ma Canal is something like 50,000,- 
000 net tons a year. 

Conditions Analyzed. 

Granting that several years would 
be required for the construction of 
the Nicaraguan canal, yet if the ca- 
pgcity of the Panama Canal should 
be reached in the near future it 
would mean such a business boom 
that we could well afford to push 
the construction of a new canal to 
the limit regardless of the cost of 
the wqrk. This, no doubt, would 
cut the time of construction below 
the original estimate and would 
embarrass shipping only a few 
years, if at all. It is far better to 
invest “the relatively small sum in 
increasing the capacity of the pres- 
ent canal before we undertake the 
tremendous cost of building a new 
canal. % 

Some of the principal advan- 
tages of a Nicaraguan canal would 
be: (1) The amount of traffic 
could be doubled provided there is 
sufficient shipping. (2) The milli- 
tary advantages of having two 
routes. (3) Shorter distances via 
the new route. (4) Preventing any 
other country from undertaking the 
construction of such a canal. 4The 
principal arguments against the 
canal are the first cost and the fact 
that the capacity of the present 
canal can be increased fourfold at 
relatively small cost.

concerned. An exhibition ef some 
of his paintings, drawings and wa- 
ter colors is now installed in Gal- 
leries 30 ar.d 21 of the City Art Mu- 
seum. The majority of these are 
studies of phases of life in China 
and Japan, the countries to which 
Iacovieff went as a “Wanderer.” 

It will be noted that all of lacov- 
leff's paintings here shown are 
painted upon paper instead of can- 
vas. The effect is odd, although 
consistent with his lack of reflec- 
tion. A feeling of golidity results 
from the opacity of his paintings 
which could not be obtained had he 
attempted the rendition in trans- 
parency. 

The most outsanding feature of 
Iacovieff's work is his instinctive 
power of painting direct observa- 
tions, observations which are 
searching studies of principles. His 
insight into the underlying epirit of 
things, and his ability to expose as 
well as interpret these motives, are

Artist Painted Portrait of Friends. 

A magnificent piece of painting is 
his “Portraits, Port-Cros.”

“Uncle Eel,’’ as Bunton is called by numer- 
ous kin and near-kin of DeKalb County, is fond 
of saying that he never had a home outside of 
DeKalb County. He was born in a log house 
near Maysville. He qualified to teach school 
but turned his gifts to the running of a thresh- 
ing machine. Then he became a clerk in the 
store of his uncle, Joe Truex, at Osborn, and 
after his uncle died in 1883 he clerked for 
George Van Camp. 

Politics was to his taste and he began by 
getting elected €ollector of Grand River Town- 
ship. Then he moved to Colfax Township and 
was elected treasurer and trustee. The county 
was strongly Republican and Bunton was a Dem- 
ocrat but he ran for County Treasurer and was 
elected by a big vote, with the help of a large 
relationship of Smiths, Truexes and McCreas 
and others and a battalion of lodge brothers, for 
he was a great “‘jiner.”’ 

It was while he was County Treasurer that 
he seems to have’ got the notion of paying big 
interest. He kept the county funds at the Stew- 
artsville Bank, which paid 10 per cent for 
them. It went broke, as might have been ex- 
pected, and $10,000 of county funds went in 
Bunton’s bondsmen made it up.

He never knew where ‘o 
look for his machinery when he needed it. If 
a neighbor dropped in and didn't ask to borrow 
something, ‘Uncle Eel’ thought it was an over- 
sight and offered suggestions and pressed him 
to take something or other.

He had a good many men working for him,

They gath- 
ered at the bank Saturday night and Bunton 
asked them how much he owed them and he 
paid them according to their-own ‘versions of 
the work they had done. If they erred it was 
ia their own favor. 

And he was that way at’the bank. 

He owned most of the 
stock. He had a board of directors but they 
did not interfere with him. The three women 
who did the clerical work were capable and 
painstaking and knew how a bank should be 
run, but they did as he told them to do.

NEW YORK, July 7. 

TTH at least one suicide and nine di- 
\ vorces traceable to its sinister work, 

the mysterious “poison pen.” which for 
years has loosed its flood of scurrilous letters 
upon the city’s most select circles, is being hunt- 
ed to its source, with the prospect of an early 
solution ef the mystery. 

At last the euthorities have set in motion 
their forees to arrest the stream of espistolary 
abuse that has kept many of America’s most 
promipent persons in uninterrupted torment and 
@ grand jury, after listening to more than 100 
complaiging witnesses, has returned one indict- 
ment, naming as the offender, George Maxwell. 
society and club man and pregident of the Amer- 
jean Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers. 

Before long a jury will decide whether or not 
he és guilty. But whether the writer is Max- 
well,-as the authorities believe. or some embit- 
tered woman, as Maxwell's attorney contends, 
everybody is satisfied that the culprit to be 
dealt with is a maniac; an individual with «a 
twisted mental make-up that delights in the 
dissemination of scandal. 

In a period of something like seven years no 
fewer than a hundred persons of wealth or 
preminence in New York, Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg have been the objects of vengeful! at- 
tacks, tm which the defamer has viciously ma- 
ligned busbands and wives to each other. 
“warned™ each of the other's misbehavior with 
other men or women and denounced al) in 
sneering. unprintable verbiage. As a result of 
them, homes have been wrecked and serera! 
persons driven to Insanity or suicide and a)! ap- 
parently for the sole purpose of gratifying the 
assailant’s vindictive nature. 


No Blackmail—Gretuitous 
Vindictiveness 


There were many peculiar phases brought to

The contents were strikingly similar in typ- 
ing. phrasing and vocabulary and in most cases 
ebscene. scandalous charges were made regard- 
ing some of the most prominent women in New 
York society.

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Meantime, however, Mullen, righteously in-

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Priest Delivered Liquor to Woman | 


Later developments were to indicate that in- 
stead of delivering the liquor to the orphanage, 
Father Grace had apparentiy turned it over 
to a prominent society woman, and although 
names were not made public at the time, it 
was not long before common gossip about Den- 
ver bad it that the mysterious “woman in the 
case’’ was Mrs. O'Connor. Rumors were to the 
effect that she had furnished at least a part 
of the money with which the whisky was pur- 
chased and that she was the recipient of a por- 
tion of it after its arrival. 

At that time, however, Mrs. O'Connor was 
absent from Denver, having departed for a 
lengthy sojourn in the East at about the same 
time the priest disappeared, so for some weeks 
no action was taken in ber case. 

On April 10, nearly three weeks after his 
disappearance, came the first definite trace of 
Father Grace. A d@ispatch from Harrisburg 
stated that he had surrendered there to a Uni+- 
ed States Marshal.

Arother poisen pen case. as cis- 
astrous as that in Tulle if not as 
widely known. is that of the sea- 
side resort of Littlehampton Er- 
giand. which has been subject to 4 
Similar scourge about two years.

The Littlehampton letters are un- 
doubtedly written br a woman. and 
eme Woman was arrested. convicted 
amd given a prison sentence.

After the Scotland 
Yard officials had taken over the 
case ther caused the arrest of the 
roung woman who had compiained 
against the woman first arrested.

Middletown, N. Y.. was the center 
of an ancnymous letter outbreak in 
1315. when countr and city officials 
received ecores of letters.

Once in every few months 
or years an epidemic wil! break out 
again. and the same difficult trail 
must be gome ali cvrer again in an 
effort te discewer the heartless an- 
ther ef these slanderous and rile at- 
tacks.

Having run out of specific questions by this time. 
the visitor at the Vermont prison inquired what the 
convict, as an undoubted expert in such matters.

cars from being stolen. Recognizing the humor of 
the situation with a laugh, he advised as follows: 

“Have a member of the family sit in the car while 
it is waiting at the curb, or put a good-sized bulldog 
or police dog, or collie in the front seat while the 
owner is dway. A dog of that kind is the most un- 
satisfactory animal to argue with—it doesn’t like 
arguing, and you can’t bluff it or tell it any lies— 
the only thing to do is to go away and try your luck 
somewhere else.

This Vermont prisoner also described the way in 
which auto thieves change the license numbers on 
stolen machines. He said in explanation:

All I 
would have to do would be to touch up the figures 
just a little bit. changing the ‘three’’ jnto an ‘eight’ 
and the ‘cipher’ into another ‘eight.’ These changes 
would make the number read 5898 

“As the police are looking for a car with the num- 
ber which has been reported, and as only a few min- 
utes have elapsed before they see me with a car of 
the same make anc type as the stolen one, but with a 
different numbers on it—well, they can’t claim the 
one I’m driving 

“I usually got a license plate for the car I was 
going to steal before I stole it, and thus had the 
license all ready in my pocket when I jumped into 
the car and drove off. But once ip a while things 
don’t go just right, and somebody tries to block the 
game. One day 1 was caught dead to rights by the 
owner just as | was getting away with bis car. He 
must have telephoned the motor cycle squad while 
he was looking out of the window and watching me 
drive away, because it wasn’t a minute before two 
motor cycle police were after me. 

“T had to step on her pretty hard, but she turned 
a big curve at better than 55 through the very cen- 
ter ef Chelsea, Mass., right across the square. On 
the other side of the square I shot into a side street 
and out upon the road. then slid down the bank into 
the marsh alongside with all lights shut off and 
the motor silent. 

“I jumped out and ran out on the road, turned 
and was coming back toward the square, walking 
jauntily, when the cops came up. They stopped 
and asked me if I had recn a big, black touring car 
going this way like h———! I told them I surely 
did see a car whizz by on the road to Boston, and 
going at least a mile a minute. 

“Waiting until the sound of their engines had ~- 
died away. I went back to the car, drove her out 
of the marsh onto the road and leisurely back to 
the garage, where I sold her that same night for 
$1000 fiat.’’ 

The method of handling stol®n cars was another 
matter into which the veteran thief gave an inside 
peep. 

“As I explained before,” he sad, ‘every profes- 
sional automobile thief either owns a garage him- 
self or he is a silent partner in one which makes a 
business of disposing of stolen cars. It is no ionger 
a mystery to most people how a car can be changed 
in a few hours’ time by simply exchanging parts 
and fittings with half a dozen others. 

“And. of course, the changed cars can be sold 
easily as used cars—once, in fact, I sold a stolen 
car back to its owner less than a week after I had 
stolen, it from him. It is true that car had been so 
changed that even the manufacturer himself would

BOUT half way between New York and Phil- 
adelphia is the largést single room in the 
world. In it the finishing touches are 
being put on the enormous rigid airship 
which, within the next three months, ac- 
cording to Admiral William A. Moffett, 
chief of the Navy's Bureau of Aero- 

uautics, will be hovering over the North Pole, gath- 
ering data for future globe-encircling flights by com- 
mercial airships, and adding new knowledge to 
meteorological phenomena which is the basis of all 
afr and oceanic navigation. 

Near the little village of Lakehurst, N. J., the navy 
has started a new industry, which will revolutionize 
long-distance travel by making possible the combina- 
tion of speed and safety in cross-continental and 
oversea commercial carrying. 

Only a day or two ago! left a hot, dusty train at 
the little railroad station at Lakehurst, and rode 
by auto a short mile to the U. S. Naval Airship Sta- 
tion. Entering the giant hangar which houses the 
ZR-1, I walked the length of the building, went up 
to the catwalk under the peak of the building in an 
elevator, strolled down the catwalk and out onto the 
roof, then back again, down the elevator, retraced 
my steps to the front of the building, and found that 
1 had traveled more than a mile, so huge is this shed 
of sheds. 

Babe Ruth, with his greatest homerun swats, 
never batted a ball far enough to reach from one end 
of this building to the other, nor did he ever bat a 
fly high enough tc reach the upper edge of one of its 
huge doors. The cubic contents of this enormous 
room would contain seven concourses such as that at 
the Union Station, Washington, and have plenty of 
room left over for baggage rooms, ticket offices, 
lunchrocms, and what not. 

As I stood alongside of the ZR-1, a compressed air 
whistle, designating the time for shifting the after- 
noon crews, sent forth a shrill blast. It was nearly a 
iainute and @ half before the echoes died away among 
the steel trusses 275 feet a the concrete floor. 
This huge hangar is $00 long, 400 feet wide and 
280 feet high, and its ro} floor is practically one 

room. per : si 

Notwithstanding this enormous space, the ZR-1 
stretches nearly the length of the room, but it 
iakes a huge Birship to carry sufficient fuel and sup- 
plies nqoegenras for att adequate crew to take her 
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The airship, ZR-1, with 30 officers and 
men, will sail from Lakehurst, N. 
J., about the middle of September 
—“The trip presents no difficulties 
not already provided for in plans 
and equipment,” declares Admiral 
William A. Moffett—Land will be 
in sight all the way until about 360 
miles from the pole, and this gap is 
expected to be covered in 10 hours 


from Lakehurst to the North Pole and back. 

Will she make the pole? 

“Certainly, " says Admiral Moffett. “The trip pre- 
sents no difficulties not already provided for in the 
plans and equipment of the ZR-1. The ship has the 
endurance to fly 5000 miles without landing, when 
fitted up for the North Pole venture. 
range is 4000 miles,.but by unshipping two of her 
engines and their cars and replacing their weight 
with fuel she can easily make the 5000-mile erst and 
flight.” 

The ship will go direct from Lakehurst to the 
pole, following. the fifty-fourth meridian of Jongi- 
tude, which will carry her along the coast of Hudson 
Bay and land will always be in sight until the eighty- 
fourth parallel of north latitude. From_there the 
jump to the pole is only 360 miles. 

“This is no voyage undertaken in a spirit of brava- 
do,”’ states Admiral Moffett, “but has tremendous 
military and commercial value. Then. too, an Amer- 
ican naval officer was the first to reach the pole by 
surface methods, and American naval officers are 
going to be the first to ch the pole by the air 
ronte, and the ZR-1 is the ship to take them there. 

“As @ matter of fact, future commercial lfmes ply- 
ing between the western and eastern hemispheres on 
routes north of the equator, will most generally 
traverse the Arctic regions for the shortest distances 
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on the completed frame of the ZR-1, in the la 
ing an the flight to the North Pole.

derson, is now engaged in meteorological research in 
Arctic regions in conjunction with the Governments 
of Greenland. Iceland, Norway and Canada, in an 
effort to compute the prevailing weather conditions 
for the month of September. Thus far thre is no 
indication that we will encounter unusually severe 
weather. 

“It is no colder at the pole than at Duluth, Minn., 
or Montreal, Canada. under certain conditions and 
seasons, gud the short hop from 84 degrees north 
to the pole can be made in 10 hours or less by taking 
advantage of prevailing winds.”

first naval transatlantic flight of the NC-4 boats in 
1919, and the same can be said of the British pilots 
who brought the rigid airship R-34 from England 
io the United States in July, 1919. 

The life of a naval officer. especially in aviation. 
is so well filled with remarkable and unusual ex- 
ploits that such an undertaking as a flight to the 
barren icy wastes surrounding the North Pole is re- 
garded as ‘“‘all in a day's wotk.” 

Notwithstanding their nonchalarce, those officers 
are the Pearys of their day. It has been said that 
it took 20 vears of Peary’s life to fit him for the 
dash to the pole. That is true beyond a doubt; but 
Peary’s expé¢riences are available for-analysis; they 
are a textbook for these naval aviators, and I found 
them at Lakehurst studying Peary’s book and the 
records of other potar voyagers, particularly concern- 
ing the factors which govern the physique of those 
who brave the northern climate, such items as food, 
clothing and medical care. Navigating and optical 
instruments, too. come in for their share of study, 
and the aerology of such a trip is not to be neglected. 

Indeed, no phase of the projected cruise is being 
overlooked by these young men on whom rests the 
honor of the flag. 

“Fully loaded,””’ Commander Klein told me. “the 
ship weighs more than 160,000 pounds, yet so care- 
fully do we ‘weigh up’ that two men. one at the 
forward and one at the after handling bars under 
her keel. can raise and lower her by the strength 
of their arms.” 

This indicates how carefully ef airship is handled 
and how delicately she is poised for flight. Think of 
it! A ship 680 feet long.-weighing 80 tons, can be 
raised and !owered by the streneth of two men with- 
out the aid of pulleys or apparatus of any kind! How 
is it done? It is a simple matter. In preparing the 
ZR-1 for flight. it is first mecessary to know how 
large a crew is gaing to be carried, and the length 
and nature of the flight. Knowing this. it is then 
possible to figure out how much ballast must be put 
on board. and how much fuel is required. 

The officer in charge of the operation (‘in this 
case Commander Klein), having figured just what 
is necessary, informs the engineer officer, who pro- 
ceeds 1.0 gas. fuel and ballast the ship. Gas is taken 
into the ship through a central gassing hose leading 
off into @ach gas bag or balloonet. There are 28 
of these bags, each holding about 114,000 cubic feet 
of gas.

He weighed 340 pounds— 

which was why. - Could anybody reasonably expect 

the unofficial champion fat man of Australia to 

fight off the flies that attacked him on a ‘sultry 
evening? Assuredly not. 

The butcher business was — unbearable for 
Tom. No longer was he able to handle the huge 
cleaver with skill and without fatigue. ‘It was about 
as much as-he could do to inhale and expel his 
breath, let alone manipulating meat ax, saw and 
butecherknife. Tom blew like a buck porpoise every 
time he tried to swing the heavy chopper, He had 
two sons who might be expected to grow up and re- 
lieve him of the hard work, but they were little 
tots. their father having married rather late.

Finally the jury was completed, and for 40 solid 
days those 12 good men and true sat through day- 
long court sessions, until virtually everybody was 
exhausted and the court took a long recess. At this 
first session the plaintiff, Castro or Tichborne, 
was on the witness stand for 27 days. He was ex- 
amined, cross-examined, re-cross-examined, until it 
must have seemed to the crowded courtroom that the 
lawyers and the Judge had asked him pretty nearly 
everything capable of preceding a question mark. 

The Tichborne claimant turned out to be a man of 
spirit. In his five years’ association with high-qual- 
ity folk he had outgrown much of his Australian 
uncouthness, though still he retained those 240 
pounds, plus. He had acquired a veneer of cul- 
ture, so that he could write and speak without re- 
vealing too plainly his lack of elementary educa- 
tion. When he faced the Judge and jury he bristled 
like a fretful porcupine, showing determination to 
give as well as take. He had much of both giving 
and taking before his ordeal was over. 

The defense sought to prove that the claimant was 
one Arthur Orton, son of a butcher at Wapping. The 
claimant’s side admitted that Arthur Orton had been 
in Wagga Wagga, but contended that he was quite 
another person from the butcher known there as 
Tom Castro and known in England now as Sir Roger 
Tichborne.

The same wit- 
nesses were called, most of whom swore again that 
the defendant was Sir Roger Tichborne. Virtually 
the same evidence in rebuttal was introduced. This 
trial lasted 188 days. Add 102 to 188, and you find 
thet the Lord Chief Justice of England had held 
down the woolsack on the Tichborne affair for 1990 
days, or more than six months. 

The jury found’Arthur Orton, alias Tom Castro, 
alias Sir Roger Tichborne. guilty of ‘perjury as 
charged, and the court sentenced him to serve 14 
years in prison. 

The litigation cost the Tichborne estate $600,000 
end used up abotit $1,000,000 of fools’ money in 
behalf of the big, fat butcher from Wagga Waegera. 

In 1884 the Tichborne claimant was released from 
prison. He had lost some useless flesh in bis dozen 
vears of incarceration and was in fairly good health. 
He still found friends who helped him and his family 
along financially, for many persons continued to 
believe, on the evidence adduced, that he was in- 
deed Sir Roger Tichborne. They declared that a 
terrible injustice had been done. 

Ten years after his release, the claimant took sick 
and felt himself near death. In face of the imminent 
onset of dissolution he made a confession. 

“Tl am Arthur Orton,” he said, ‘“‘and was born in 
Wapping. The name Castro I took in South Amer- 
ica. Until I saw the late Lady Tichborne’s advertise- 
ment in the Australian. papers I never had heard of 
the name or family of Tichborne.”’ a 

That, it seems, should have ended the matter. 
However, Arthur Orton is supposed to have recanted 
his confession before his death three years later, in 
i897. At any rate, he was buried with the name 
‘Sir Roger Tichborne, Bart.,”" on his coffin; and

to believe, that his coffin plate bore his correct name
